Town, county meet to discuss mutual issues

Town of Didsbury 
and Mountain View 
County councils and 
administrators held a 
constructive meeting 
on Oct. 7 to discuss 
issues of mutual con¬ 
cern to each. 

The meeting dis¬ 
cussed a broad range 
of topics including 
the Memorandum of 
Agreement (MOA) 
between the two munic¬ 
ipalities as well as a 


joint fire hall project 
to house the Town of 
Didsbury’s firefighting 
equipment. The town 
and county have been 
in discussion about the 
possibility of collabo¬ 
rating to build a new 
fire hall in town for 
nearly two years. 

Rick Mousseau, the 
town's mayor, said 
there was general 
agreement amongst 
the two municipali¬ 
ties that something 
should be done to help 
Didsbury build a new 


hall. Mousseau said it’s 
hoped that a resolution 
from town administra¬ 
tors regarding a new 
hall could come before 
council sometime in 
November. 

“If we can get the 
county on board for 
shared cost, that would 
be great. Olds went 
ahead and built their 
own but we have to 
collaborate with our 
neighbours to cost 
share,” Mousseau said. 
“Overall, the meeting 
was really great.” 


Patricia McKean, dep¬ 
uty reeve of the county, 
said both municipali¬ 
ties had a good discus¬ 
sion about the poten¬ 
tial fire hall. The mat¬ 
ter is now in the hands 
of each municipality’s 
administrative team 
to find the most cost- 
effective solution. Once 
those figures have been 
worked out they will be 
shared with the joint 
fire hall committee and 
then shared with each 
council. 

“When the final num¬ 


bers come in, then it 
will be up to the county 
to determine what part 
of that fire hall, how 
they feel ... fits their 
residents’ needs, so 
what portion we’d be 
paying for," she said. 

A renewed MOA that 
includes items such as 
library, recreation and 
capital funding was also 
briefly discussed at th“ 
meeting. The current 
agreement between 
Mountain View County 
and Didsbury expires 
in 2016, but preliminary 


discussions took place 
on what the renewed 
agreement might look 
like, McKean said. 

“It was just very basic 
discussing potential 
(items) to be part of a 
new service agreement 
and assessing where we 
go from here. I know 
our council felt quite 
happy with the whole 
outcome of the meet¬ 
ing and felt a sense of 
accomplishment and 
we are paving the path 
to a good working rela¬ 
tionship for the future."

since the peak energy 
usage in the winter is 
between 6 and 7 p.m. 
when it’s dark outside 
- and hence little solar 
energy is being cap¬ 
tured - solar doesn’t 
make as much sense. 

Another larger issue, 
Hermann said, is that 
the provincial govern¬ 
ment won’t subsidize 
alternative energy 
sources, so it is more 
expensive than buying 
electricity from a tradi¬ 
tional company. 

Anyone wanting to 
live off grid can’t do it 
in town, Hermann said, 
because it takes more 
land to house all the 
infrastructure needed 
than is available in 
town. 

In an interview fol¬ 
lowing the presenta¬ 
tion, Hermann said 
going off the grid is a lot 
more complicated than 
people might realize. 

“It takes calculations. 
How do you want to 
live? What kind of life¬ 
style do want to have? 
How much room have 
you got? It boils down 
to how much money do 
you want to spend,” he 
said. 

Hermann said after 
talking about alterna¬ 
tive energy with one 
of his customers, he 
started researching dif¬ 
ferent alternative ener¬ 
gy sources and soon 
put together a website 
explaining what he 
learned about different 
methods. 

“I made (alternative 
energy sources) part 
of my electrical busi¬ 
ness and for awhile I 
did strictly renewables 
and found that actu¬ 
ally not enough people 
were doing it anymore. 
It was actually kind of 
interesting because it 
seemed when prices 
(for traditional electric¬ 
ity) were higher there 
were actually more peo¬ 
ple doing it. But now, 
everybody’s kind of 
waiting for rebates ... 
so I’m actually haring 
less volume now than 
when the price was 
higher. And so now I’m 
going back to electrical 
work," he said.

maintenance of the 
distribution network. 

“Most people are 
upset because they’re 
paying for all this stuff. 
There’s a legitimate 
reason for all this," he 
told the audience. 

Some forms of self¬ 
generating power 
still rely on the grid, 
Hermann said. When 
people use self-gener¬ 
ating power through 
solar and other meth¬ 
ods but sell excess 
back to the grid, they 
still pay for the infra¬ 
structure of the grid in 
the form of a bill from 
a power company. If 
they are completely 
self-sufficient and are 
not tied to the grid, 
then they have added 
costs associated with 
having their own infra¬ 
structure, he said.

Hermann said in 
addition to insulating 
and improving energy 
efficiency of windows, 
two other areas that 
people can save money 
on their power bill 
include having an effi¬ 
cient refrigerator and 
heating system, two of 
the most gluttonous 
power consumers in 
any home. 

Hermann said he 
likes to debunk some 
of the myths propa¬ 
gated by proponents 
of alternative energy. 
He said geothermal 
energy, for example, 
doesn’t work well in 
Alberta because it’s 
too cold in the win¬ 
ter to be efficient. He 
said geo-thermal acts 
like a reverse air con¬ 
ditioner, so during an 
Alberta winter, it will 
be using more energy 
to provide the power 
someone needs. And

Writer speaks to students about writing process

Writer Debby 

Waldman spoke at the 
Didsbury Municipal 
Library on Oct. 8 about 
the writing process to 
a group of grade 2 to 4 
Ross Ford Elementary 
School students. 

Waldman was invited 
to the library by man¬ 
ager Inez Kosinski 
as part of the Young 
Alberta Book Society’s 
taleblazers program. 
The program invites 
authors, illustrators 
and storytellers to visit 
schools across Alberta. 
Waldman. a former 
journalist, has written 
numerous articles for a 
variety of publications 
and has also written 
three picture books and 
one novel for children. 
Her stop in Didsbury 
was part of a tour that 
also took her to Eckville 
and Edmonton. 

“What I usually do is 1 
talk to (children) about 
how and why I became 
a writer and about the 
different kinds of writ¬ 
ing that I’ve done. And 
then 1 read them one of 
my books,” she said. 

Waldman's favourite 
book to read to children 
is entitled A Sark full of 
Feathers. 

“It’s based on a Jewish 
folk tale about some¬ 
body who spreads sto¬ 
ries. And in my book, 
(the main character) 
doesn’t do it intention¬ 
ally. He does it because 
he hears something 
interesting and he just 
wants to share it with 
everybody,” she said. 
“Partly because he likes 
to tell stories and partly 


because he really likes 
the attention he gets 
(from telling stories).” 

The problem is that 
the main character 
gets so excited to tell 
the story that he never 
stays long enough to 
learn how the story 
ends before spreading 
the story. 

“He runs off to tell 
people, and of course 
he’s only got half the 
story right, which means 
he’s got the story wrong. 
Meanwhile the story 
goes all over the place 
and he doesn’t realize 
he’s spreading gossip,” 
Waldman said. 

In her version of the 
story, the rabbi tells 
the young boy to place 
a feather on the door¬ 
step of each house in 
the village. Once he’s 
done that, the young 
boy goes back to the 
rabbi who tells the boy 
he must then collect all 
the feathers and return 
them to the rabbi. When 
the boy tells the rabbi 
he couldn't collect all 
the feathers, he learns a 
powerful lesson, to not 
tell stories. 

“I ... started work¬ 
ing on it in about 2001. 
This was long before 
smartphones and tex¬ 
ting and Facebook, and 
it’s kind of amazing how 
prescient that story has 
become,” she said, add¬ 
ing that others have also 
told that story in vari¬ 
ous forms. “With (social 
media) it’s become way 
easier to spread gossip.” 

Waldman said she 
tries to inspire children 
in the way she wished 
someone had inspired 
her when she was young. 

“I didn’t know what a 


writer did. We knew lots 
of people in my town 
... but we didn’t know 
any writers, so I had no 
idea what that meant," 
she said, adding she 
wouldn’t have changed 
her life’s path. 

Waldman grew up in 
Utica, N. Y., enrolled 
in journalism school, 
wrote for newspapers, 
freelanced and then 
wrote her children’s 
stories. While work¬ 
ing at a newspaper in 


Connecticut in 1987, she 
met her future husband, 
a native of Edmonton, 
and moved to Edmonton 
in 1991. 

For the past three 
years, Waldman has 
worked at the University 
of Alberta as a writing 
advisor helping interna¬ 
tional graduate students 
with their theses. She 
also edits journal sub¬ 
missions. 

“It’s a great job," she 
said.

Military 
mission a 
serious 

undertaking for 
Canada 
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With Canadian airmen now heading to war in Iraq 
following last week’s divisive vote in Parliament, west 
central Albertans join their fellow Canadians in hoping 
this new military undertaking will prove less costly 
in human casualty terms than the recent Afghanistan 
mission. 

And residents here will also expect the 1 larper gov¬ 
ernment to keep all MPs and the nation fully informed 
of the mission's progress. 

Following a bitter debate in the House that ended 
Oct 7, Conservative M Ps used their majority to push 
through the vote authorizing 
the mission, which will include 
\ the deployment of six fighter 
jets, a refuelling aircraft ;uul 
about 600 ground crew person¬ 
nel. 

The government says the 
mission is aimed at degrading 
the capabilities of the ISIS or 
ISIL militant extremist organi¬ 
zation, which has been respon¬ 
sible for widespread atrocities, 
including the execution of hos¬ 
tages. 

“It has tortured and beheaded 
children," said Prime Minister 
Harper. “It has raped and sold women in slavery. It has 
slaughtered minorities, captured prisoners and inno¬ 
cent civilians whose only crime is being or thinking 
differently. 

“Our government has a duty to protect Canadians 
and to shoulder our burden in efforts to combat threats 
such as ISIL. We must do our part.” 

The Canadian pilots and crews will be working with 
military personnel from the U.S., the U.K. and other 
countries in the multi-national offensive against ISIL. 

Unlike the Afghanistan mission, the Iraq mission 
authorized by Parliament last week does not include 
the deployment of ground troops. 

Opposition parties say the mission should not be tak¬ 
ing place. 

“The Conservative government has plunged Canada 
into a prolonged war without a credible plan to help 
victims of ISIL terror,” said NDP leader Tom Mulcair. 
“They have also opened the door to Canadian involve¬ 
ment in Syria’s bloody civil war. 

“It is impossible to have confidence in the judgment 
of a prime minister who sends Canada into an unclear 
mission for an unspecified period, in an undefined area, 
with uncertain utility." 

Liberal Leader Justin Trudeau said, “The prune minis¬ 
ter has failed to demonstrate transparency and account¬ 
ability for sending Canada into w;ir The (Libend Party 
of Canada) disagrees with the government on how 
Canada can best help confront the threat of ISIL.” 

As with the recent Afghanistan mission, this lat¬ 
est military undertaking will very likely hold many 
risks and dangers for the Canadian airmen and crews 
involved. 

As such, Canadians will expect the Harper govern¬ 
ment to keep the nation fully informed and to bring the 
matter back before Parliament if and when the public 
deems it necessary.

Work underway to protect 
Alberta’s water sources

team’s findings on the expected 
future water demand in Alberta’s 
five mqjor sectors, being energy, 
environment, industry, municipal 
and agriculture. 

By weaving together these seem¬ 
ingly separate but rather intercon¬ 
nected pieces of the puzzle, the 
PAWF team will be able to iden¬ 
tify regions and sectors in Alberta 
that are most at risk in their water 
needs, based on any mismatches 
between the predictions on water 
supply and the expected water de¬ 
mand according to the five mqjor 
sectors' plans. 

The team hopes to translate 
those results into tools such as an 
interactive online map that will 
both inform and help the province 
produce a set of scientifically- 
based water management options 
for Alberta to maintain a safe and 
secure drinking water supply, 
healthy aquatic ecosystems, and 
reliable quality water supplies for 
a sustainable economy - regard¬ 
less of whether the province is in a 
water surplus or scarcity. In other 
words, PAWFs predictive models 
will help Alberta’s water resource 
managers, policy makers and the 
public prepare for any situation 
that may come our way. 

Regions of Alberta have already 
experienced times of water scar¬ 
city. As the province, country and 
world plan for increased pressure 
on our water resources as a result 
of population growth, economic 
development and climate change, 
such tools are needed now.

(AI-EES), and is a continuation of 
a previous Al-EES three-year proj¬ 
ect entitled Dynamics of Alberta’s 
Water Resources. Dr. Faramarzi is 
lead investigator and the U of A’s 
Dr. Greg Goss is project leader of 
PAWFs multidisciplinary team, 
comprised of climate change and 
SWAT model experts from around 
the world. The team’s work will 
help Albertans to effectively man¬ 
age their most precious resource 
by providing reliable predictions 
of both the supply and demand 
over the next 50 years. It does so 
by taking into account not only the 
normal regional differences and 
seasonal fluctuation of our water 
resources, but also the ever-loom¬ 
ing forces of climate change and 
global wanning. 

But first, the team must pa¬ 
tiently wait for the supercomputer 
to compute and visualize vast 
amounts of data that address not 
only Alberta’s past water levels 
and weather reports, but also any¬ 
thing else that may have affected 
either of those things, such as gla¬ 
cier melt, the type of soil close to 
a river, or when and how much 
water was used for crop irrigation. 
Once the result ing simulations can 
make “predictions" for the past 
that match the historical data, the 
computer model can be tnisted to 
reliably predict for the future. 

Then, the PAWF’ team will be 
able to use the computer model 
to see just how much water will 
both be available and used in the 
next 50 years. This picture of Al¬ 
berta's water future will be further 
enhanced by combining it with the 


Alberta relies on water like no 
other province in the country. In 
fact, Alberta’s water use accounts 
for two-thirds of Canada’s entire 
use, and our agricultural products 
- which account for 60 to 70 per 
cent of Alberta’s water use - make 
up one-third of the country’s agri¬ 
cultural exports. Fully half of the 
province’s gross domestic prod¬ 
uct (GDP) is predicated on water 
availability. To minimize the risk 
attached to such water depen¬ 
dency, important work is quietly 
underway to help Alberta plan for 
future uncertainties. 

Tucked away in a small cubicle 
in the University of Alberta (U of 
A) Biological Sciences building, 
down a hallway guarded by a tank 
of exotic fish, is an unassuming 
supercomputer running a program 
called SWAT (Soil & Water Assess¬ 
ment Tool). Protected by its hand¬ 
written “Please do not turn off" 
sign, the supercomputer is creat¬ 
ing hundreds of millions of simu¬ 
lations of Alberta’s river basins, 
attempting to create a computer 
model that mirrors exactly where 
and how much water we have had 
in the past 30 years, before mov¬ 
ing on to predict our water future. 
These simulations require con¬ 
stant tweaking by the U of A Water 
Initiative’s Dr. Monireh Faramarzi, 
amounting to a year-long process 
and the first step in a three-year, 
$l-niillion project begun in Janu¬ 
ary of this year. 

The project, entitled Predicting 
Alberta’s Water Future (PAWF), is 
supported by Alberta Innovates -

No need 
for an International Day 
of the Girl to remind us 
of issues facing girls -

’ mental health needs attention 


they’re fast disappearing. 

It’s true that girls in 
Canada have come a 
long way over the past 
two decades. But not all 
girls. 

While it’s always good 
practice to stop and cel¬ 
ebrate our achievements 
and accomplishments, 
we still have a long way 
to go to truly empower 
girls. 

In actuality, the pres¬ 
sures facing girls and 
young women are 
becoming more numer¬ 
ous, more intense and 
more complex. Girls are 
dealing with expecta¬ 
tions from home to excel 
academically and social¬ 
ly. They are subject to 
psychological and physi¬ 
cal violence, as well as 
sexual harassment. They 
face new kinds of peer 
pressures - including 
online bullying, “sexting" 
and increasingly absurd 


standards of bodily and 
beauty perfection. Many 
of t hese issues also inter¬ 
sect with one another, 
creating increasingly 
more complex chal¬ 
lenges for girls' mental 
health. 

The non-profit orga¬ 
nization Girls Inc. 
coined the term “super¬ 
girl dilemma” in a 2006 
report to describe the 
pressure on girls to be 
everything to everyone, 
all the time. 

Although all these 
issues facing girls and 
young women deserve 
attention and action, on 
this year’s International 
Day of the Girl there 
are a couple of issues 
that deserve our target¬ 
ed attention. Given the 
media attention on men¬ 
tal illness from recent 
high-profile suicides, 
perhaps girls’ mental 
health is the most urgent 


of these. A 2011 national 
survey completed on 
Canada’s young people 
by the Public Health 
Agency of Canada rein¬ 
forced this fact when it 
reported that girls con¬ 
sistently reported more 
negative emotional 
health outcomes than 
boys. 

Boys and girls also 
respond to these emo¬ 
tional stresses in very 
different ways. Boys 
are more likely to “act 
out” or externalize men¬ 
tal health issues, which 
often translates into 
higher rates of delin¬ 
quency, substance use 
and gambling addictions. 
On the other hand, girls 
are more likely to “act 
in” or internalize mental 
health pressures. They 
report higher rates of 
depression, psychologi¬ 
cal distress, anxiety dis¬ 
orders and especially 


eating disorders. 

While activists, advo¬ 
cates, community orga¬ 
nizations and ordinary 
citizens continue to 
work toward a better 
future for girls, can we 
take more immediate 
action to change the cop¬ 
ing behaviours used by 
girls and young women 
as they meet life’s chal¬ 
lenges? 

The good news is that 
empowering program¬ 
ming that addresses girls’ 
mental health exists. 
They include supportive 
role models, community 
engagement, and provid¬ 
ing safer spaces in which 
girls can discuss their 
experiences and discov¬ 
er that they are not fac¬ 
ing these issues alone. 
They also encourage 
critical thinking, which 
is the best tool a girl 
can gain as she uncovers 
hidden messages about 


what a girl should be. 

So do Canadian teen¬ 
age girls need to take 
revenge on society, as 
the Maclean’s head¬ 
line hints? Some might 
argue “yes,” due to many 
past ii\justices. But isn’t 
it more important to 
look to the future than 
dwell on the past? To 
do this, let’s empower 
girls through gender- 
specific, diversity-sensi¬ 
tive programs to choose 
self care over self harm. 
This International Day of 
the Girl, let’s make girls’ 
mental health a national 
priority.

As a pastor of a socially active, well known and 
respected body of believers that invites those “full of 
questions, lonely or hurt” to find their place at CSC, he 
has had to face moral dilemmas and to look at people 
of all stripes in the midst of difficult times in their lives.
